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REMARKS  OF  THE   SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Antrim: 

The  School  Board  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1922. 

The  same  courses  of  study  as  outlined  last  year  were 
followed  with  one  exception,  music,  instead  of  drawing, 
being  taught.  A  special  teacher  coming  once  a  week  for 
this  work. 

We  were  able  to  retain  the  same  teachers  as  last 
year  in  all  the  Grade  Schools  excepting  the  North 
Branch.  Here  we  were  fortunate  in  placing  an  experi- 
enced teacher  whose  work  was  very  much  appreciated  by 
pupils  and  parents  in  that  community. 

We  were  also  fortunate  in  the  change  made  neces- 
sary by  the  resignation  of  our  last  year's  teaching  force 
at  the  High  School.  Efhcient  and  well  trained  teachers 
were  secured,  the  Headmaster  having  had  much  expe- 
rience. The  Domestic  Arts  teacher  in  addition  to  her 
regular  work  during  the  winter  months  served  hot  noon 
lunches.  All  the  children  who  remained  in  the  building 
during  the  noon  hour  were  served. 

In  all  the  schools  the  teachers  were  earnest  and  pro- 
gressive and  in  each  department  showed  high  attain- 
ment. 

The    physical    welfare    of    the    pupils    was    carefully 
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considered  during  the  year  by  a  Medical  Inspector  and  a 
trained  nurse. 

Without  State  Aid  it  was  necessary  to  make  some 
changes  in  our  financial  budget  and  the  financial  state- 
ment following,  very  clearly  shows  what  has  been  done 
with  the  money.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERIINTEINDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Antrim,  N.  H.,  School  Board: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  year  1921-1922,  is  herewith  respectfully  submit- 
ted:— 

An  entirely  new  faculty  came  to  the  high  school 
this  year.  We  had  three  satisfactory  teachers  for  the 
previous  two  years,  but  in  order  to  retain  their  services 
for  the  second  year  we  were  obliged  to  pay  an  exceed- 
ingly high  salary,  considering  the  size  of  the  school.  They 
had  offers  better  than  even  they  expected  us  to  meet, 
and  so  we  lost  them.  Mr.  Herman  Dunham,  a  graduate 
of  Bowdoin,  a  gentleman  of  considerable  experience,  came 
to  us  as  Headmaster;  Miss  Helen  Crawford,  a  graduate 
of  Bates,  with  one  year's  experience,  came  as  teacher 
of  English,  French  and  History;  and  Miss  Hazel  Lou- 
gee,  a  graduate  of  the  Plymouth  Normal  School  of  the 
previous  year,  became  our  Domestic  Science  teacher. 
There  was  no  change  in  the  teaching  staff  in  the  grades 
in  the  village.  Miss  Alice  Cuddihy  returned  to  the  Center 
School,  and  Mrs.  Anna  Hilton  took  Miss  Flora  Charter's 
place  at  the  North  Branch.  The  East  School  was  not 
open,  it  being  very  difficult  to  find  a  teacher. 

Formerly  the  6th,  7th,  and  8tli  grades  were  taught 
entirely  by  Miss  Merrill,  but  the  same  as  last  year  part 
of  the  8th  grade  work  was  given  to  the  high  school  teach- 


ers,  allowing  Miss  Merrill  more  time  for  other  work. 
Miss  Lena  Conant  was  engaged  as  Supervisor  of  Music, 
but  no  one  was  chosen  Supervisor  of  Drawing  to  succeed 
Miss  Sarah  Baker,  resigned. 

The  teaching  staff  was  composed  of  the  following:  —

We  had  only  one  inexperienced  teacher,  but  she  has 
done  very  good  work.  The  average  amount  of  experi- 
ence of  the  high  school  teachers  was  12  years,  and  of  the 
grade  teachers  15  years.  We  were  glad  to  be  able  to 
retain  the  services  of  these  experienced  teachers. 

It  is  well  for  a  community,  and  a  credit  to  them  and 
to  the  schools  to  have  a  large  percentage  of  the  pupils 
continue  through  the  high  school.  It  seems  to  be  a  cus- 
tom to  look  upon  our  high  school  as  small,  smaller  per- 
haps than  it  should  be.  For  that  reason  we  have  made 
an  investigation  to  determine  the  facts.  12%  of  our 
pupils  are  in  high  school,  while  throughout  the  United 
States  the  figure  is  7%  and  for  our  own  state  it  is  9%. 
That  is,  Antrim  High  School  is  larger  in  comparison  to 
the  size  of  the  grades  than  the  average  high  school 
in  the  country  and  in  the  state.  There  are  162  pupils 
in  our  grades.  The  average  high  school  throughout  the 
country  would  have  12  pupils,  while  the  average  in  our 
state  would  be  16,  yet  we  have  22.  It  must  also  be  remem- 
bered that  we  are  not  helped  out  by  tuition  pupils.

The  28th  Annual  Commencement  of  the  Antrim  High 
School  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  on  Friday  evening, 
June  16.  and  a  copy  of  the  program  follows  this  report. 
The  graduates,  both  of  whom  took  the  Domestic  Arts 
Course,  were  Miss  Jennie  B.  Craig  and  Miss  Evelyn  M. 
Parker. 

It  was  gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  210  school 
visitors  during  the  year.  There  were  27  in  the  primary 
room,  the  number  decreasing  in  the  higher  grades,  with 
20  in  the  Intermediate  room,  13  in  the  Grammar  room 
and  only  12  in  the  high  school.  This  might  indicate  a 
decreasing  amount  of  interest  in  the  school  work  of  the 
child  as  he  goes  on  with  the  school  work.  The  high 
school  pupil  likes  to  feel  that  the  people  are  interested 
in  his  work,  and  the  teachers  are  encouraged  by  such 
evidence  of  the  citizens'  interest.  May  we  not  make  a 
special  effort  to  visit  our  high  school  during  the  coming 
year. 

The  Honor  Roll  of  those  who  have  been  neither  ab- 
sent nor  tardy  during  the  year  contains  15  names,  and 
one  of  those  is  a  primary  pupil.  The  primary  room  also 
had  the  highest  average  attendance,  followed  very  close- 
ly by  the  Grammar  room.  There  were  only  three  cases  of 
tardiness  in  each  of  those  rooms,  which  is  a  very  credita- 
ble showing  and  the  teachers,  parents  and  children  are 
congratulated.  When  there  are  twice  as  many  tardy 
marks  as  there  are  pupils  in  a  room,  serious  attention 
should  be  given  to  improve  the  record. 

The  faithful  conscientious  work  of  the  teachers  and 
officers  and  their  cheerful  spirit  of  cooperation  is  great- 
ly appreciated.

2- — To  bring  in  your  ballots  upon  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  Amendment  proposed  by  the  Convention  to 
Revise  the  Constitution  shall  be  approved. 

3 — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Auditors  on  the  Treasur- 
er's account  and  act  thereon. 

4 — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  James  A.  Tut- 
tle  Library. 

5 — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  assist  the  William  M.  Myers  Post, 
No.  50,  American  Legion,  and  Ephraim  Weston  Post,  No. 
87,  G.  A.  R.,  in  properly  observing  Memorial  Day. 

6 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Invoice 
and  Taxes  printed  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  valuation 
of  each  lot  of  real  estate  printed  separately,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  other 
action  thereon. 

7 — To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  repairing  roads  and  bridges  for 
the  ensuing  year. 


8 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  for  Trunk  Line  Maintenance  and 
$300.00  for  State  Aid  Maintenance  for  the  year  ensuing,  or 
take  any  other  action  thereon. 

9 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  State  Aid 
or  Federal  Aid  for  Trunk  Line  construction,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

10 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  placed  upon 
the  Australian  ballot  any  matter  duly  presented  to  the  Se- 
lectmen in  the  form  of  a  petition  signed  by  at  least  16  2-3% 
(or  1-6)  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town. 

11 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  observe  Old  Home 
Day  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

12 — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Street  Lighting,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

13 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  117,  Laws  of  1917,  on  a  section  of  the 
Contoocook  Valley  and  Cheshire  Road,  so  called,  and  ap- 
propriate, or  set  aside  from  the  amount  raised  for  high- 
way work,  the  sum  of  $1650.00  for  this  purpose. 

14 — To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  disposing  of  special  appropriation  balances. 

15 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  Australian  ballot  system  of  voting  at  all  elec- 
tions where  it  is  not  required  by  law. 

16 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  purpose  of  commencing 
the  control  of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  town,  or 
take  any  action  thereon. 

17 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  included  in 
the  Town  Report  a  copy  of  the  Town  Warrant  of  the 
preceding  year  with  the  action  taken  under  each  Article. 

18 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  refuse  to  allow 
the  Selectmen  to  over-run  their  appropriations,  without 
a  vote  of  the  Town  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  called 
for  that  purpose. 


19 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  Electric  Light 
the  Highway  from  the  bridge  by  Madison  Mcllvin's  to 
the  North  Branch  Village,  and  with  lights  as  thick  as  in 
Antrim  Village,  and  with  lights  to  the  corner  by  the  dam 
opposite  Curtis  Pecker's,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  same,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

20 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  a  Sidewalk 
at  the  North  Branch  Village  from  opposite  the  Vestry  to 
Trunk  Line  No.  9  and  thence  to  the  Mail  Boxes  at  E.  J. 
Boyle's,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

21— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  buy  a  modern  set  of  Public 
Scales  and  install  them  in  the  North  Branch  Village,  or 
take  any  action  thereon. 

22 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  have  the  road  rolled  or  path  made  in  the  North  Branch 
Village  at  same  day  and  as  early  as  in  Antrim  Village. 

23 — To  hear  Reports  of  Committees,  and  act  there- 
on. 

24 — ^To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  pay  Town  charges,  existing  debts,  and  current  expenses 
of  the  Town,  or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

25 — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.
